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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/COMMENT 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment filed on 6/27/05. 

2. Claims 35-69 are allowed. 

3. During the telephone interview on 7/8/05, the following changes to the drawings have 
been approved by the examiner and agreed upon by Mr. Franklin: 

The Figure 1 will be revised to include two freewheels such that one of which is provided 
between the third shaft (3) and the housing (G), and the other one of which is provided between 
the fifth shaft (5) and the housing (G). 

In order to avoid abandonment of the appUcation, appUcant must make these above 
agreed upon drawing changes. . 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claim 35 has been amended to overcome the prior art. Examiner agrees with Applicant's 
arguments regarding claim 35. The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a 
motivation to provide for an automatically shiftable motor vehicle transmission as defined by the 
limitations of claim 35, including input and output shafts arranged in a housing, three planetary 
gear sets, third to sixth rotatable shafts, three brakes, three clutches, wherein the third shaft is 
continuously connected to the sun gear of the third planetary gear set and is couplable to the 
housing by the first brake, the fourth shaft is continuously connected to the ring gear of the 
second planetary gear set and to the carrier of the first planetary gear set, the fourth shaft is 
directly couple to the housing through only the second brake, the sixth shaft is continuously 
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connected to the ring gear of the third planetary gear set and to the carrier of the second planetary 
gear set.
